Alabama Main Street Program explained 


by Linda Hodge, Staff Writer 


The Alabama Main Street Pro 
gram was the topie of discussion 
Monday evening in Elba as a repre 
sentative of the program visited 
With local officials, business leaders 
and interested citizens 

\Ita Cassady, state coordinator of 
the Alabama Main Street Program, 
spoke to the crowd of approximate 
ly 30 people about the possibility of 
bringing the main street program to 
Elba 

“This is a downtown revitaliza 
lion program for communities with 
historic buildings,” said Cassady, 
“Tt is designed for cities under 
50,000 in population.” 

She said the Alabama Main 
Street Program is administered by 
the Alabama Historical Commis 
sion (AHC) 

Phe program was developed in 
the early 1980s when AHC offered 
grants to towns interested in doing 
something to preserve their down- 
town commercial districts. 

Cassady said unfortunately there 
sull is no direct funding for the 
Main Street Program, but the 
matching grant programs remain 

“This is basically a self-help pro- 
gram,’ said Cassady, “We do offer 
the grants, which require matching 
funds from the local government, 
but most of the funds for the Main 
Street Program must come from 
private investment.” 

She said in the past, communities

Program have shown figures of a 
$60 private investment to every dol 
lar invested by the local or county 
government 

Several communities which have 
participated in the Alabania Main 
Street Program include; Alexander 
City, Anniston, Decatur, Dothan, 
Florence, Gadsden, Greenville, 
Opelika, Selma, Tuscumbia and 
Wintield, In these cities, Cassady 
said the program has reportedly 
helped in creating 4,035 net new 
jobs, 1,030 net new businesses, 
$66,553,261 in public improve 
ments and $217,193,241 in private 
sector investment in building reha 
bilitation projects. She said these 
cumulative reinvestment statistics 
reflect participation through Dec 
31, 1998, 

Cassady presented those in atten 
dance with a list of criteria for pat 
ticipation in the Alabama Main 
Street Program. The list included 
such criteria as: A commitment to 
survey historic resources in the 
downtown area and to nominate 
those structures eligible for listing 
on the National Register of Historic 
Places; A commitment to encour 
age properly owners to return 
facades of historic commercial 
buildings to their original appear 
ance and to retain any historically 
or architecturally signifieant interi 
or features; Demonstration ol

The Coffee County Commission, 
in its regularly bi-monthly meeting, 
dealt with bid awards, a little 
garbage and some jail business. 

One of the first items on the com- 
mission’s relatively short meeting 
agenda was the awarding of bids for 
motorgrader blades, publication 6f 
the qualified voters’ list, equipment 
rental for landfill work and lawn 
care for both courthouses - Elba and 
Enterprise. 

Tractor and Equipment Company 
of Dothan was the low bidder on 
grader blades at $19.14 per blade 
for a total of $7,656 with a 30-day 
delivery. The Dothan Eagle was the 
lone bidder for the publication of 
the voters’ list. They were awarded 
the bid at $7,492.16. 

The bid for equipment rental of 
an off-road dump truck and track 
excavator went to Flint Equipment 
Company of Troy. Their bid was 
$8,450 per month for the dump 
truck and $6,750 per month for the 
excavator. 

Faye’s Nursery and Landscaping 
of Elba will be looking after the 
lawns of both courthouses. Their 
bid for the Elba courthouse was 
$2,200 and $3,350 for the Enter- 
prise facility. The period of the con 
tract is from April 1 until November 
30, 

Ms. Justin Burke, a county resi- 
dent living on Co. Rd, 255, 
addressed the commission concern- 
ing garbage pick-up. She told com 
missioners that last week when she

put out her garbage container, she 
cut up three cardboard boxes and 
placed them alongside her contain 
er. After the garbage truck had run, 
she went to retrieve her container 
and found the cardboard boxes still 
in her driveway. 

“I called the garbage company

a létter in January stating that they 
would not pick up boxes or any- 
thing else - only what was in the 
garbage can.”

“They're (MDI) supposed to pick 
up household garbage, and these 
were boxes that I bought stuff in... It 
seems to me that is household 
garbage. So, is there someone here 
Who can talk to them or some- 
thing?”
